Books, like medicine, sometimes 
do us the most good when charac- 
terized by rather “poor taste.” 
That is no reflection upon the liter- 
ary value of Stanley Walker's 
“City Editor" (albeit the sages of 
literature have likely criticized the 
author’s crisp journalistic style), 
for one can justly reason that by 
no other means could Mr. Walker 
have created such a vivid and in- 
teresting panorama of the news- 


cry 


paper world. 


Despite the denials of a few 


“| stubborn ones, we usually think as 


the newspaper thinks before us, 
And since Stanley Walker, city 
editor of the New York Herald 
Tribune, obligingly consents to tell 
us how the newspaper thinks, and 
what it thinks about, we should 
pause a moment if for no other 
reason than to discover what suck- 
ers we have been in assuming that 
we reigned supreme in the indc- 
pendence of our opinions. 

It is rather disconcerting to find, 
for example, that when you saw the 
newspaper photo of the great J.P. 
Morgan holding a midget on his 
lap, newspaper men knew before- 
hand that “your own opinion" 
would run something like this: 
“The old boy isn’t so terribly 
haughty after all—in spite of his 
financial magnitude!” 

And that’s why the picture was 
printed by Mr. Morgan’s press 
agents during a critical moment in 
his career. If you remember, he 
was on trial; and a little sympathy 
wouldn’t hurt even the mighty Mor- 
gan then. 

Everyone remembers when Sam- 
uel Insull was on trial and how 
those first pictures caught Mr. In- 
sull shying away from the camera. 
Later, the former utilities magnate 


was. convinced that here. was his. -—- -s 


most powerful means of securing 
the good will of the publie, and 
thereafter you saw pictures of a 
kindly old man always smiling. In- 
cidentally, he was acquitted. 

But Stanley Walker doesn't re- 
sort only to extracts from the 
wiles of the press agent in order 
to portray to the reader the en- 
ormous influence that the news- 
paper exerts over “our own opin- 
ions.” 

This theme—the newspaper’s in- 
fluence over popular opinion— 
threads its way throughout the 
whole book. Everyone who reads 
a newspaper will be interested in 
the story of the men who print it, 
not only; because it is informative 
in telling of the weaknesses and
